383 Pupils First Day 


With the opening of the Kushvilic 


x public schools today, an increase of 


ten in ihe first day enrollment was 
shown over Hie first day last year, 
as a total of 1,<HS P'U>ils had ™- 
tered today, and lor the first day 
last fall there were 1,008 enrolled. 


The enrollment' figures today will 


be increased before the week is o- 
ver, as many pupils do not j;et start- 
ed on the first day, and some from 
the rural schools have not received 
transfers. 


In addition to the public 
schools 


~ openin- today, the St. Mary's Ca- 


tholic schools also opened, and an en 
rulluicut of 75 was given, which also 
will lie increased before llie week is 
over, if was slated, and an increase 
:ds.i is made in tliis school over last 
year.

Despite unfavorable weather condi- 
tion's of late spring, the com crop 
in Indiana this year will be a bump- 
er one, Harry Diet/., assistant state 
entomologist, declared today.

Lack of rains early in the Season 


prevented weeds

led with unusually, warm days which 
caused the com to grow.at an us- 
usually rapid rate.
